O n e a m ong tre most a rd e n t aa- 
vooates of soil and waler conserva­ 
t i o n in the c o u n t s ie o u r g o o d friend, 
Joe Wilhite, five 
miles south 
of 
town. 
He is really doing som ething 
about it and is rehabilitating an old 
worm out farm. He has mapped out 
a five year program and has already 
completed the first years work and 
is beginning the second years pro­ 
gram now by building terrace fill­ 
ing and leveling gulches and washes. 
Last year we surveyed lines and 
supervised the construction of t e r ­ 
races on 25 acres 
of 
this 
farm. 
These te rraces were well and pro­ 
perly constructed and have withstood 
t h e h a r d e s t r a i n s o f t h e y e a r w i t h o u t 
a reak.

I saw the goals listed, I 
almost decided I didn’t want t^« be 
a club girl. 
The idea of having a 
garden was a rather large one for 
me. 
I had helped hoe in the gard- 
but had never had any part of it 
aa my own, but when the girls elect­ 


ed me as the yard demonstrator I 
decided to be the 
hest o’uh 
girl 
possible and carry out all the goals 
I selected the part of the gard< n 
that 
my father thought would 
he 
suitable for the vegetables I was to 
plant and he helped me get it ready 
lor planting. 
I had in my garden 
fifty feet each of tomatoes, beets, 
cabbage, turnips, cucumbers, onions, 
end carrots. 
When I realized I was 
planting 
them for my very own, I found that 
instead of real work it was a lot of 
fun. 
I just couldn’t 
wait for my 
garden to grow. 
Every 
afternoon 
when I came home from school, I 
ran to the graden to see what had 
come up that day. 
Before 
many 
days my efforts were rewarded, for 
I saw tiny green 
heads 
peeping 
through the ground. 
I tended them 
the hest I could and I really enjoy­ 
ed the first vegetables that matured. 
Even though the summer was dry 
T did my best to can everything I 
could obtain from my graden. 
The 
greatest thrill T got out of my gard 
en was w h e n my 
x'egetables 
were 
large enough to be sealed up in a 
can or put 
in a glass 
jar. 
Then 
they were stored away in th* cellar 
for winter use. 
I arranged my (’f i ­ 
lar and stored the vegetables as they 
should have been. 
What 
a 
trea­ 
sure they were. 
As I was 
(sleeted 
yard deminstrator I also had work to 
do 
in my yard. 
When we moved 
in February 1935 the place was so 
washed that there wasn’t anything 
in the yard except clay and rocks. 
An old tree stood by the end of the 
porch which was badly in the way. 
It w'as sapping all the strenght from 
the soil as well as extending over 
the roof of the house and rotting it. 
The first thing I decided to do wats 
to get that tree down. 
Then I be­ 
gan to make plans for filling in the 
yard with rich soil. 
My father let me hire a man to 
haul dirt into the yard. 
This cost 
me two dollars. 
The fence around 
the yard was bent up and sand had 
drifted to the side of the fence and 
had almost covered 
it 
up. 
We 
straightened the fence and built 
a 
new yard gate. 
The next problem 
that I had was that I needed to pro­ 
vide some sort of walks for the ser­ 
vice part of the yard. 
We found that a 
cement 
walk 
would be the cheapest for 
us be­ 


cause dad could build 
it 
and 
it 
would not cost me anything but the 
cemet. 
He said he would do this 
to show his interest in my work. 
After the first rain I realized that 
I would have to provide some means 
to keep the rich soil I had hauled 
from washing 
away. 
My 
brother 
and I built a rock terrance where the 
yard was lower than the rest so it 
would hold the soil in 
the 
part. 
Next I began to improve my 
yard and I found it was going 
a great task. 
I hauled all the 


front 


hack 
to be 
rocks 
out and moved the wash place out 
of the back yard. 
There were some wire around the 
edge of 
the 
l>ack porch which 
I 
took down. 
We also built concrete 
walk from the back porch 
to the 


well. 
In July when the 
yard 
demon­ 
strators all cleaned up their yarcLs 
extra well and wrote up a story 
their work for 
the 
yard 
demo 3 
strators contests, I was all 
ready 
with mine. 
Miss Welborn and the 
two judges came out and the fol­ 
lowing w'eek 
I had a letter 
from 
Miss Welborn telling me I had won 
second place in the contest. 
I was 
thrilled that I had won second and 
yet I was disappointed that I had 
not won the trip to A 
and M. I 
haven’t lost faith for I am still look­ 
ing forward to winning next year. 
On** who had Hover been a club 
girl cannot realize th*- pleasure and 
benifits 
derived from 
it.

Botanically the parsnip is known 
as Pastinacea sativa and the carrot, 
celery and parsley are some of 
its closest relatives.
